We want to make sure that we’re 
sensitive to the neighbors’ con- 
cerns from the last time,” said 
Cross at a meeting of the Board 
of Selectmen on Jan. 27. Along 
with signing off on a Grant of 
Restriction for the Hickory Hill 
subdivision, Cross also requested 
the Selectmen give their bless- 
ing as she began the process to 
seek funds through a Mass Trails

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ast week we took a look at where to best 
site our gardens. In this week’s column 
let’s go season by season looking at the 
plants we can utilize to create outstanding dis- 
plays. 
Spring 

Spring-flowering bulbs are at their peak from 
late March through May. In this part of the coun- 
try bulbs are planted the fall prior to bloom. 
Simply dig a hole twice the depth of the bulb 
you are planting and insert it pointed side up, 
then back fill. Position the next bulb twice its 
width away. 

Tulips and daffodils are the best, most 
long-lasting choices for a display garden. You 
can use different varieties of each within the 
same bed to extend overall bloom-time to six 
weeks or more. For example, try single early 
tulips, Darwin hybrid tulips and single late tulips 
together for staggered flowers before and after 
the “main event.” You can also experiment with 
mixed plantings for added interest and appeal. 
Pair ‘Gavota,’ a midseason triumph tulip with 
small-cupped narcissus ‘Barrett Browning’ for 
a show-stopping symphony. Or, try combin- 
ing double-early tulips ‘magic carpet mix’ with 
blue grape hyacinth (Muscari armeniacum). 
Blooming in unison, they will create lots of 
garden drama, with the rich, royal blue color of 


the grape hyacinths literally popping out from 
the mass of yellow, red, white and pink tulips. 
Because grape hyacinths are shorter, and a dif- 
ferent flower type than the tulips, two additional 
dimensions of interest are at play. 

With blooming behind them, bulbs can be dug 
up and discarded, or moved to another, less con- 
spicuous part of the yard. Simply remove spent 
flower stems and replant the rest, tops and all, 
to that location immediately so that the foliage 
can ripen and ensure next years flowers. Be fore- 
warned: many tulip varieties are not dependable 
perennials. Blooms will peter out until the bulb 
has a chance to replenish itself. For this reason, 
many professionals don’t bother to use them for 
more than a single season. 

Now that our display gardens are empty, it is 
time to concentrate on the second and longest 
season of the gardener’s calendar, summer. 

Summer 

Summer annuals arrive on the shelves of gar- 
den centers and nurseries in early May. While 
some varieties can withstand a light frost, most 
should be planted no earlier than Memorial Day 
in our locale. The options are endless! Choose 
from trusty old stand-bys, “unsurpassed” proven 
winners, and even unique heirloom selections. 

As long as the plant can tolerate a variety of 
summer weather conditions (after all, this is 


New England!), is resis- 
tant to most diseases and 
insect pests, has manage- 
able maintenance require- 
ments, ad has a long 
season of interest, it can 
be worthy of placement 
in your display garden. 
Surprisingly, there are 
many such annuals that fit the bill. 

Three tried and true annuals that come to 
mind are marigolds, salvias and zinnias. I can 
think of no better, brighter or more welcoming 
palette choice than a combination of yellow, 
orange and red varieties of these plants posi- 
tioned at your property’s sun-filled entrance. If 
you have a part-shade situation, use vivid-toned 
impatiens, begonias, or coleus instead, for an 
equally appealing show. 

Get maximum enjoyment out of small gardens 
or container plantings by utilizing any num- 
ber of proven winners on the market. Bred for 
unsurpassed growth, flowering and disease resis- 
tance, these summer annuals need little mainte- 
nance other than watering and periodic applica- 
tions of fertilizer. In the ever popular purple-blue

Agriculture aim to lower nutritional stan- 
dards for school breakfasts and lunch- 
es, requirements that were raised by the 
Obama administration. 

“What they’re effectively saying is that 
students will be required to eat less red and 
orange vegetables. In their place, schools 
would be given the flexibility to serve more 
white starchy vegetables; that’s where 
you get your French fries, tater tots and 
other potato products,” said Leran Minc, 
Manager of Public Policy and Research for 
Product Bread. 

Project Bread, a nonprofit organization 
dedicated to “preventing and ending hun- 
ger in Massachusetts.”

Rimm is as a Professor of Epidemiology 
and Nutrition and the Director of the 
Program in Cardiovascular Epidemiology 
at the Harvard T.H. Chan School of Public 
Health. He is also a Professor of Medicine 
at Harvard Medical School. 

For the past four years, Rimm has been 
affiliated with Project Bread, conducting 
research that examines the relationship 
between nutrition and health in children 
and teens. Rimm considers the USDA to be 
“backpedaling,”’ noting that students have 
begun to eat healthier over the past several 
years. 

Unfortunately, nutritious food items 
come at an expensive price, one that 
the USDA is hesitant to pay. Rimm, an 
award-winning nutritional expert, considers 
a continued investment in nutritional foods 
to be worth the economic costs and views 
the scenario as a “societal issue.” 

He warned of the indisputable con- 
sequences that stem from developing 
unhealthy eating habits during childhood 
and adolescence and fears what lies ahead. 

“We’re kind of going back to what we 
were doing last century,’ said Rimm. “I 
think that those types of meals are really

what contributed to some of the obesity 
problems and asthma problems and diabe- 
tes problems that we see in really young 
kids.” 

Locally, the affects of the proposed 
changes would be hard felt. Nancy Jenks, 
Nurse Leader/Granby School Nurse, dis- 
cussed the existence of “desert areas,” 
which are locations located far out of walk- 
ing distance from grocery stores. 

For individuals without transportation 
residing in these areas, purchasing nutri- 
tional food can be a challenge. For that rea- 
son, Jenks believes it 1s critical that school 
lunches maintain their current levels of 
nutrition. 

“For our kids, being able to have healthy 
meals is vital because their families may 
not be able to get to the grocery store or 
they may be using conveniences stores to 
purchase food, which may not always have 
healthier options; when they do, they tend 
to be more expensive,” said Jenks. 

Rimm also acknowledged that it can be 
difficult for individuals living at or slightly 
above the poverty line to purchase nutri- 
tional food; unhealthy food is quite simply 
cheaper. He identified the reality as offer- 
ing all the more incentive for schools to 
offer students a strong variety of nutritional 
choices. 

Jenks further highlighted the importance 
of maintaining a healthy diet; she noted 
that starchier foods put children at a high- 
er risk to develop Type 2 diabetes. Jenks 
expressed her belief that the implementa- 
tion of an increased amount of unhealthy 
food items in public schools could be detri- 
mental to youths and their futures. 

“Nutrition plays a huge part in over- 
all health so by having a healthy diet that 
includes having all the vital nutrients helps 
prevents diseases and can help reduce obe- 
sity. It helps kids to function at their top

level, whether that’s athletically or academ- 
ically,” said Jenks. 

Minc explained that the USDA is “fol- 
lowing a trend.” Several years ago, it pro- 
posed “roll backs” of the funds made avail- 
able by the Hunger-Free Kids Act of 2010. 

Those in favor of lowering nutritional 
standards in schools claim that healthier 
foods have caused waste levels to spike. 
According to a recent release from Project 
Bread, however, “results showed elementa- 
ry and middle school children, when given 
access to fruits and vegetables, will choose 
and consume the healthier meal options.” 

To help avoid waste, Granby Public 
Schools have installed “share tables,” 
where students can place foods that they 
don’t plan to eat. 

Like Jenks, Project Bread claims that 
children who are hungry or lack proper 
nutrition are more likely to struggle aca- 
demically. Minc urges residents to promote 
healthy eating habits in their children. 

“Replacing red and orange vegetables 
with French fries is certainly not an ideal 
balance of nutrients for students in the 
classroom who are trying to pay attention 
and do well in school,” said Minc. “It’s so 
important that we have this balance and 
variety of healthy meals because this sets 
up children for success not just on that 
school day or during that school year, it 
also sets them up for the rest of their lives.” 

Jenks’ stance on the matter is similar. 
In Granby, school meals are a valuable 
resource; one that can not afford to be tam- 
pered with. 

“A lot of times for different families, the 
best meals kids are getting is in the school 
setting,’ she said. “With food insecurity 
now-a-days, we have programs, but the 
food here at school itself, really plays a 
part in setting the stage for those healthy 
habits in the future.”

category try ‘angelface blue’ angelonia, 
along with strobilanthes dyerianus ‘Persian 
shield,’ in the middle of a large contain- 
er. Plant acaevola ‘blue shamrock’ to trail 
over the front. Veer away from the mono- 
chromatic scenario for a minute by plac- 
ing centaurea gymnocarpa ‘flashy lady,’ a 
finely-cut silver-leaved foliage plant, as a 
backdrop and watch the planter and its sur- 
rounding landscape come to life! 

Over the last several years heirloom 
plants have made their way out of the 
annals of history and into our home gar- 
dens. Few varieties have proven the test of 
time like these plants have. As you would 
expect, most have noteworthy physical 
characteristics and equally as fascinating 
lore associated with them. Take ‘Love Lies 
Bleeding,’ for example, from the genus 
amaranthus. This dramatic plant draws 
the attention of passersby with its height, 
nearly four-feet tall, but more so by its 
blood-red tassles of tiny flowers that drape 
from the top of the plant all the way down 
to the ground. Did you know that distant 
cousins of this annual were used to make 
Amaranth, a grain that was a staple in the 
diet of the Aztecs? What fun it could be to 
share enthralling stories like these at your 
next garden party! 

Usually by mid-September our summer 
display gardens are tired, and frosty morn- 
ings are looming. It’s best we empty the 
beds and get ready for autumn and all of its 
glory. Plan for this upcoming season with 
“grand finale” or “last hurrah” in mind. 

Fall 
Just because the calendar says we are 


approaching the darkest days of the year, 
there is no reason to hibernate before we 
have to. Why not robe your gardens in 
colors vibrant enough to match the sur- 
rounding hillsides? There are a number of 
cold-hardy plants available during this sea- 
son of the year to let you do just that. 

Get to the garden center early for the 
best selection of mums, flowering kale 
and cabbage. Mums are available in every 
autumnal shade, plus lavender and violet, 
white and even bicolors. There is also an 
endless array of flower types to choose 
from: cushion, button, daisy and decora- 
tive, among others. Select plants in bud 
with very little color showing; these will 
give you the most bang for your buck. 
Combine them with flowering cabbage and 
frilly-leaved flowering kale for a garden 
that will only intensify in color as the mer- 
cury drops. 

Some gardeners think ahead by includ- 
ing frost tolerant annuals in their sum- 
mer plantings. Dusty miller, blue salvia, 
calendula, sweet alyssum and snapdragons 
can each withstand a dip below freezing. 
Rather than remove these plants from the 
bed come September, add mums and kale 
to it for a unique combination of flower 
forms and textures.

with my son, a sweet, intelligent, 
goofy kid who had to be restrained 
last night by five police officers 
after punching me an Id tearing out 
a fistful of my hair. He’s having a 
mental health crisis, and I’ve been 
trying to get him the care he so 
desperately wants and needs. 

She went on to say he was not 
violent at school and gets good 
grades, and the school has told her 
they can’t provide more than their 
special education services because 
he is not violent there. 

“I'd like to thank you for the 
work you’ve already done to help 
kids like mine get the services they 
need,” she wrote.”’But my son’s 
story is evidence that this work is 
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far from over. He tells me that he 
wants to stay here at the hospital 
because it’s hopeless and he’s just 
going to keep getting worse if he 
goes home. He’s escalating rap- 
idly, and I worry about what will 
happen when he’s older and big- 
ger, about whether I'll be able to 
help or contain him. I need you to 
try even harder to help him before 
it’s too late.’ There was a collec- 
tive gasp in the room when Patrissi 
read he was 9. 

Gobi said the State Legislature 
was working on a bill to make 
mental health services on a par 
with physical healthcare, and it 
would also put the authority in the 
clinician’s hands as to what ser- 
vices were needed instead of under 
the control of insurance compa- 
nies. 
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“There are lot of good things in 
this bill,’ she said, with legislators 
having until Wednesday afternoon 
to offer amendments to it. 

She also said at Blackstone 
Valley Regional School District, a 
partnership had been created with 
a clinician who has an office in the 
schools and treats all her patients 
from that location. That way she is 
available to the schools when they 
need her, she said. 

The bill would also put licensing 
clinicians under the Department 
of Health, not the Division of 
Professional Licensure as it 1s now. 

Sullivan said his office sees the 
lack of mental health services for 
adolescents every day as it tries to 
divert young people from the court 
system and find places for them to 
get help. He said there is a lack of 
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residential treatment centers and 
there is not parity between mental 
health and physical health services 
but there needs to be. He said his 
office frequently sees families in 
Crisis. 

Ware School Superintendent Dr. 
Marlene DiLeo said the district 
has had an open position for men- 
tal health services that has gone 
unfilled since last summer due to a 
lack of qualified candidates. 

Other issues 

Abigail Duda, member of 
a Quaboag Hills Substance Use 
Alliance subcommittee research- 
ing how to create and fund a peer 
addiction recovery center in Ware, 
asked if there were funds available 
for such a project. 

It was also pointed out that cer- 
tain grant monies can’t be used

for recovery coaches, but there are 
very much in need in the Quaboag 
Hills area. 

Gobi said there might be money 
from other line items available if 
it were looked for, but to create a 
new line item in any state budget is 
always difficult. 

“T can’t think of a more deserv- 
ing area than this one for a peer 
recovery center,’ said Sullivan, 
who said he was willing to support 
efforts to create one. 

Nekr Jenkins also asked about 
funding for nicotine cessation 
services for teenagers, who can’t 
access such services because they 
are not 18. She said since teenagers 
have started vaping with electronic 
cigarettes, they need help to quit.

would alllow for conservation officials 
to conduct boundary surveys of the lands 
along the former railroad, engineering eval- 
uation of the tressel bridge and railbed, and 
make improvements to the parking areas 
and kiosks along the trail. 

“We’d be looking to apply to get up to 
$300,000 in funding that requires a 20 per- 
cent match,” said Cross. “These matches 
can be met in cash, which we do have some 
in reserve specifically for this property so 
we're not looking to come to the town for 
any more cash.” Cross said that in-kind ser- 


vices from volunteers as well as a donation 
of services from a consultant could also 
help to make up a portion of the match. 

Cross said that another component 
of the project will eventually by seek- 
ing out State Transportation Improvement 
Program funds through the Department of 
Transportation, enabling larger construc- 
tion efforts at both ends of the trail in the 
north and south. 

Cross noted the sensitive history regard- 
ing the rail trail with abutters and said that 
recently the department had received infor- 
mation regarding feasibility for several seg- 
ments of the trail. Large portions of the

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trail are done and near completion, she 
said with a potential “work-around” for the 
lakes area of the trail to be considered as 
part of the design process to be funded. 

“That could avoid a lot of the people 
who do not want that coming in their 
yard. There would be no threat of eminent 
domain and no threat of a lot of the con- 
cerns that people have,” said Cross. 

With opportunities for connectivity at 
the southern end of the trail, Cross said 
that there exists the possibility to have the 
greenway run from Ware all the way to 
Northampton. “It would be a hugely attrac- 
tive package,” said Cross, who said that 
both Ware and Palmer too had recently 
investigate the prospects of the trail. 

Since the last time the subject had been 
brought up, Cross further told the board 
that Conservation officials had made it a 
point to try and meet with abutters in order 
to hear out their needs and wants. 


Such needs have included having prop- 
er signage along the trail informing peo- 
ple about where sits private property and 
enforcing good and proper use. “We’ve 
been spending a good amount of time with 
people letting them know that we’re going 
to hear what their concerns are and avoid 
forcing anybody into situations that they 
don’t want to be in,” said Cross. 

“We want to see people out on the 
trail,’ said board member Brenda Aldrich, 
whose own property neighbors the trail. 
Vice Chair Gail Gramarossa also voiced 
her hope that Cross and the Conservation 
Department would do its best to implement 
help and support from other local groups as 
well as volunteers. 

The application for the Trails Grant, 
with support from the Selectboard, was 
submitted by Cross to the Department of 
Conservation and Recreation later that 
same week.

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State programs offer aid 
in clean water efforts 


BOSTON — In a continuing push to 
ensure safe drinking water for children 
across the Commonwealth, the Baker- 
Polito Administration, Treasurer Deborah 
Goldberg, and the Massachusetts Clean 
Water Trust have launched two programs 
to support lead testing and mitigation in 
schools and early education and care facil- 
ities across the Commonwealth. 

The Massachusetts Department of 
Environment Protection’s Expanded 
Assistance Program for Free Sampling 
and Analysis at Schools and Early 
Education and Care Facilities will con- 
tinue the Commonwealth’s nation-lead- 
ing program offering free lead testing 
and technical assistance to eligible public 
schools and public and private group child 
care facilities. In addition, the Clean Water 
Trust’s School Water Improvement Grant 
program will make available $5 million 
in grants to cover the cost of water bottle 
filling stations to address detections of 
lead in drinking water at eligible public 
schools. 

“Protecting the health and safety of 
all of the Commonwealth’s children is a 
top priority for our administration, which 
is why over the last three years we have 
provided free water sampling and tech- 
nical assistance to almost a thousand 
schools across the Commonwealth,” said 
Governor Charlie Baker. “With these new 
programs, we are both continuing that 
assistance while building on it by helping 
schools and daycare facilities that have 
found unsafe lead levels address this seri- 
ous issue.” 

“As Chair of the Clean Water Trust, I 
am pleased to partner with MassDEP on 
this critical work,” said State Treasurer 
Deborah Goldberg. “The School Water 
Improvement Grant program expands 
our testing efforts to protect the health 
and safety of children throughout the 
Commonwealth.” 

“Our Administration is dedicated to 
working with school districts and child 
care facilities to ensure that all water 
supplied within Massachusetts schools 
remains clean, fresh and safe to consume,” 
said Lieutenant Governor Karyn Polito. 
“We are proud to now offer free water bot- 
tle filling stations to ensure students have 
access to clean water, and are grateful to 
the EPA for their grant which will help us 
continue to provide free lead sampling and 
technical assistance to the facilities that 
are educating and caring for our children.” 

Under current federal and state laws, 
lead testing in schools is voluntary. Water 
supplied to schools is generally free of 
lead, but lead can be introduced into 
drinking water through plumbing and fix- 
tures in buildings — especially in facilities 
more than 20 years old. 

These two programs are designed to 
encourage education and care facili- 
ties to perform lead testing and address 


elevated levels with the help of state 
experts. MassDEP’s Expanded Assistance 
Program, funded through a $967,000 grant 
from the U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency, will help eligible facilities imple- 
ment effective testing programs, educate 
them about how to address elevated lead 
levels, including through the new SWIG 
program, and provide water quality infor- 
mation to the school community. 

The Clean Water Trust’s SWIG pro- 
gram, funded through a $5 million appro- 
priation from Governor Baker’s FY19 
supplemental state budget, will pro- 
vide grants to school districts that have 
tested their drinking water through the 
Commonwealth’s lead testing program or 
other comparable testing for water bot- 
tle filling stations. These filtered fixtures 
will be used to reduce the levels lead in 
school drinking water. Grant awards will 
be calculated based on a per fixture award 
of $3,000. The number of fixtures will be 
based on the number of required fixtures 
to meet the Commonwealth’s Plumbing 
Code student to drinking fixture ratio of 
75 students to one drinking water fixture. 

In 2016, Governor Charlie Baker and 
Treasurer Deborah Goldberg launched the 
Commonwealth’s Assistance Program for 
Lead in School Drinking Water, which 
provided schools and early education and 
childcare programs no-cost testing for lead 
in their facilities’ drinking water and guid- 
ance on remedial actions. 

“We are pleased to be able to fur- 
ther extend this technical assistance and 
water sampling program to allow even 
more schools, child care facilities, and 
parents to participate,” said MassDEP 
Commissioner Martin Suuberg. “As all 
the test results will be available online, 
our expanded assistance program provides 
communities with the readily accessible 
and transparent information that they need 
to be fully informed about the water qual- 
ity present in their child’s education and 
care environment.” 

In addition to these resources, the 
Massachusetts Water Resources Authority 
will continue to provide free laboratory 
testing to the school and early education 
and care facilities located in communities 
served by the MWRA. 

“Children and lead are a dangerous 
combination,” said MWRA Executive 
Director Fred Laskey. “It’s imperative 
that we continue to do everything we can 
to reduce exposure to lead from all sourc- 
es. The programs we’re talking about here 
today will go a long way to further that 
goal.” 

Both the Expanded Assistance Program 
and SWIG will be accepting applica- 
tions for assistance online. The Expanded 
Assistance Program is accepting applica- 
tions immediately and the SWIG Program 
will accept applications from Feb. 3 to 
March 6, 2020.

Rankings system 
still unclear

REGION — The Massachusetts 
Interscholastic Athletic 
Association’s Tournament 
Management Committee states 
that between 46 and 55 percent of 
teams will qualify for their divi- 
sion’s respective tournament in 
most of the major sports. 

But the question on the minds 
of many Western Massachusetts 
athletic directors, coaches, ath- 
letes, and parents is, how many 
of those teams will be from 
Western Massachusetts? 

The answer, essentially, is 
almost as many teams that qual- 
ify now. 

Now, how is that possible? 

Thanks to a compromise 
during the committee’s process of 
formulating a proposal, any team 
that finishes with a .500 record 
or above will qualify for the state 
tournament. Those teams that are 
not power-ranked in the top 32 
(or 16 in some cases), will get 
an opportunity to play into the 
tournament. Teams below the No. 
32-ranked team will be seeded 
lower and have to “play-in” to the 


tournament through preliminary 
round games. 

What that will leave out under 
Western Massachusetts’ current 
format, is the ability to for teams 
that place first or second in their 
leagues to qualify. 

Under current rules, leagues 
in Western Mass., which 
are aligned by the Pioneer 
Valley Interscholastic Athletic 
Association, send their first and 
second place finishers to tourna- 
ment regardless of their overall 
records. It’s a small percentage of 
the teams that qualify, but it does 
happen consistently each season. 

However, with an expansion to 
a fifth division for major sports 
like baseball, soccer, basketball, 
softball, football, and girls vol- 
leyball, the competition might 
allow for more teams to qualify 
for tournament. 

According to the MIAA pro- 
posal, the sports that will have 
four divisions: Tennis, lacrosse, 
and field hockey, the MIAA sug- 
gests that between 53 and 62 
percent of teams in the state will 
qualify for those tournaments. Ice 
hockey will have an estimated 62 
percent qualify for tournament 
across three divisions. 

There is also a provision in 
the proposal to allow the sport 
committee to create subdivi- 
sions, such as a Division “1A.” 
However, the parameters how and 
why that would happen are not 
clear. 

Also still unclear is how the 
MaxPreps power rankings sys- 
tem would work. While a sam- 
ple ranking system using last 
season’s soccer playoffs as an

example, plenty of Western and 
Central Mass. teams qualified. 

But it is still unclear exactly 
how MaxPreps would rank the 
teams in Western Massachusetts, 
how it would take into account 
the diversity in the teams Western 
Mass. plays against with the vast 
geography, versus the density in 
Eastern Massachusetts. 

The proposal also does not list 
how many games a team must 
play to be considered for post- 
season play. Right now, most sea- 
sons average between 16 and 20 
games. Lacrossee, field hockey, 
volleyball, and soccer are known 
for 16-18 game seasons while 
baseball, softball, and basketball 
often play between 18 and 20 
games. 

One part of the proposal does 
lay out the home and away sit- 
uation. It states that preliminary 
play-in games, and the first three 
rounds, the round of 32, 16, and 
8 (quarterfinals) will be at the site 
of the home seed. However, all 
home sites have to meet MIAA 
standards to host a home game. If 
a site does not, the home school 
athletic director can attempt to 
find an acceptable site, or the 
lower seed would host the game. 
In extreme cases, the tournament 
director will be charged with 
finding an acceptable site. 

Date determined for final vote 

The MIAA has reached a deci- 
sion on holding a special meet- 
ing on the proposal. The state- 
wide tournament proposal will 
be voted on Feb. 28 at a special 
meeting at 9:30 a.m. at Assabet 
Valley Technical High School in 
Marlborough.
